NOT A TAX ON LAND. 


The Single Tax Is Levied Upon Land 


Values and Would Benefit 


Farmers. 


The so-called single tax is in no 


sense an 'issue in this campaign, and 
yet the Republican leaders seek to use 
!t to frighten voters. They talk about 
it as a system of taxation which would 
greatly increase the taxes of the farm- 
er* This is not true. On the con- 
trittf. it would greatly reduce the 
taxes of. the farmers and small home 
owners.' The single tax is not a tax 
on LAND, BUT A TAX ON LAND 
VALUES. The fanners at present pay 
more than 50 per cent of the taxes of 
this state, and the farmers own less 
than 10 per cent of the land value of 
the state. So that if the revenues 
were raised by taxing land values, as 
the single tax proposes, the farmers 
would pay only cue-fifth as much taxes 
as they do now. 


The farmers have comparatively lit- 


tle land value. An acre of ground in 
tne center of. a great city like Cincin- 
nati is worth $5.000.000. No farm has 
any $5.000.000 land in it The best 
argument in favor of the single tax is 
the fact that the privileged corpora- 
tions of the state are fighting it They 
know that the single tax proposes to 
take the burden off the farmer and the 
laboring classes and place it on mo- 
nopoly. where it belongs. 


Under the single tax the fanner who 


work? hard and improves his farm 
would not be taxed for bis industry. 
He would cot have to pay any more 
taxes than the man who allows bis 
farm to lis Idle and undeveloped. In 
thinking of la&d values, the 
fanner 


should consider all the coal lands and 
all the other valuable mines of the 
slate, the water power privileges, the 
railroad rights of way ana terminals. 
including street railroads, telephones 
and telegraphs, for these are biaiJt oa 
the most valuable lands; all the gas 
and the elertric lighting rights Of way. 
built on land of great value, and all 
the city lots, some of which arc worth 
more than a whole county of farming 
land.
